The firſt word of this Pſalme (in the O- 
riginall) is WP 7d eff, Letatus fui - that 
is, 1 have been glad : andthe Radix from 
whence it is derived, is TW id eft, Lata- 
tus, vel Hiraltz fait : that is to ſay, hath been 
glad, or merry: metaphorice Luxit, the which

In ſo much, as that not onely many thou- 
ſands of the Vulgar ſort of our Englith Na- 
tion have been lately ſlaine, but alſo many 
Noble, Worthy and Valiant Champions, 
who were Loyall hearted Subjzedts, have (in 
the bchaif of their King, Country, and Re- 
ligion ) willingly expoſed themſelves, not 
onely to the bloody 'pangs of uncertaine 
hazards, receiving dangerons wounds in 
their Bodies ; but alſo to the mercileſſe 
jawes of cruef! Death, whereby they have 
been deprived of their pretious Lives, in this 
bloody Engliſh, and unnaturall Quarrell. 

If but a little while we recolle& our 
thoughts, and imploy them in theſe Tragi-

have complained for their Brothers, yea,

Beloved, too much do the people with 
whom we now dwel,reſemble thoſe perſons 
that are here recited : having their judge- 
ments blindly infatuated with falſe Princi- 
ples;burning inwardly with the fire of indig- 
nation, againſt thoſe indigent perſons, who 
are harmlefſe towards them, and helpleſle ' 
co themſelves and others; grinding fierce- 
ly the faces of the poor, cating up the Lords 

Pal, 53:4. people, as they eat bread ; piercing ſharply 

| into their huoger-ſtarving Romacks ; ſhoot- 
ing their poiſonous Darts deep into their

Euſebins reporteth, Lib. 5. Thatinthe

ring-Legion ; becauſe upon their prayers, 
God ſcattered their Enemies with Thunder, 
and refreſhed themſelves with comfortable 
{ſhowers from Heaven.

The good and right uſe of holy Prayer a- 
moneſt devout and Religioas perſons, hath 
alwayes been eſteemed both the firſt and 
laſt Remedy in our greatelt dangers ; as be- 
ing moſt prevalent wita God for our ſpeedy 
deliverance : For when all earthly Policy,

and all our former faſt friends ſhrinkingly 
from us, have forſaken us, and Death ſtands 
2t our eibowes ready to ſeize upon us ;- yet 
ſtill Prayer is left with us, as a gracious Ora- | 
torr, and an effefuall Advocate to intercede 
for us, | 

And unto this we have Gods owne In- |

Loe, thus the Lord can (yen he plez-

And as the Lord (in times that are paſt ) 
hath done great things for his Church even 
by weake meanes: So in like manner,hs hand Eſfa.59.t, 
z5 not ſhort ned,but that he can doe as great,or | 
greater things, by as weak,or weaker means, 
for times that are to come.

from home by the voice of a Cryer,to heare 
the Judgement of the Senate. 

But the ZeWes called their place of pub-

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lque meeting for the reading of the Lav 
and the Prophets ovveſw)n, a Synagogue , 
that is, a gathering together,wage 73. -7axiy, 
to gather together, to bring together , and 
to aſſemble together. 

Bur the Chriſtians that by the very name 
of publique meetings, they might diſtinguiſh 
berweene their Chriſtian meetings, and the 
Fewiſh aſſemblies ; have uſed and kept the 
word Chxrch, for the Congregation of them 
that profeſle Chriſt. 

So that the (Hurch of God is the com- 
pany of ſeleked Saints, being effeRually 
called from the world by the Preaching of 
the Goſpell, and choſen before all Worlds 
to the Worſhip of God, being alſo Juſtified 
and Sandtified in (%riſ# Fez, through the 
Operation of the Holy Ghoſt ; who heartily 
deſire to ſerve, and earneſtly endeavour to 
pleaſe their Creator in all things, whilſt they 
live here in this world, and ſhall have the 
full fruicion of Ecernall happineſſe hereafter 
in the world to come. 

And from.being Members of this Chwrc 
none that are true Believers are excepted, 
whether they be high or low, rich or poore, 
old or young, noble or 1gnoble, learned or 
unlearned, ſimple or mg of what c- 
ſtate, degree, or condition ſoever they be :

So that the true eſlentiall Members of the 
(/mrch being faithfull Believers in (Thrift Fe- 
/+45, are the molt precious and Noble Perſons 
_ that live upon the earth, even ſuch as are 
deſcended of the Blood of Chr:i/#, 1n which 
regard they are the deareſt of men, and nea- 
reſt unto God, ”p 

Yea, they are a people diſtin from all 
others by Gods Grace of EleQtion, and 
ſtand before him in their new Birth and 
Second Creation ; in which the Lord lookes 
joyfully upon them, and delights to behold 
them, becauſe they ſprang from Chriſt, of 
whom the whole family in heaven and earth is 
named.

And thus it hath beene, even from the 
beginning , for when there were but two 
men borne into the World, the one was a 
Lillie,and the other a T hore, but the Thorne | 
ſappreſſed and periſhed the L:ilie,viz. (aine Gen.4 8. 
deſtroyed his Brother eLbel. 
Yea, the moſt} beautifull Z:/e that ever 
ſaw the light of the ſunne, {hit Feſzs our 
bleſſed Saviour, was ſo fiercely and violently 
beſet with Thornes, as that all his love and 
purity, meekneſle and innocency conld not 
keepe them from him ; but they violently 
. thrult at him, pricked him to the heart, and 
wounded him to the death.

them with'a purpoſe to deſtroy them : But 
OD in 
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in the end, his intention was fruſtrate, and 
both himſelfe, and all his Hoaſte periſhed in 
the Sea, 
Haman, upon the promiſe of Tex thou- 
ſand talents of Silver, procured a Decree 
from King Ahaſvzeroſh, to kill and deſtroy 
all the Zewes, both old and young, men, wo- 
men and children that were in all the Kings 
Provinces in one day : But his Deſigne was 


Heſft.7.10, blaſted, and in the end himſelfe hanged upon 


the gallowes he had prepared for Mordecai. 
Senacherib, the King of e{ſpur, ſent Rab- 
ſhrakey to raile upon the living God, and to 
diſcourage his Army ; but the Birth of his 
Proje& proved abortive, inſomuch that the 
Angell of the Lord in one night flew in the 


Eſa. 37.36 Campe of Aſpur , an hundred fourſcore and 


five thouſand, and in the morning, behold they 
were all dead corpſes. 

Yea, 'and after that, Sexnacherib himſelfe 
was ſlaine by two of his owne Sonnes, 
eAdramelech and Sharezer as he was wor- 
ſhiping his Idoll God NX;y/roch in the 
Temple. | | 
_ Amichucthe ſonne of Demetrize, after 
he had chaſed 77yphon from the Kingdome 
of 4ſ;a, and broken the league which he had 
made with the ewes, gave himſelfe wholly 
to worke miſchiefe againſt them. 

Fhen violently he ſet upon Zern/alcm, and 
| cooke 
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tooke it by force; Commanding his Souldi- 
ers to deſtroy thoſe that were therein, inſo- 
much that within the ſpace of three whole 
dayes there was ſuch a bloody maſſacre both 
of old and young, men , women , and chil- 
dren, that there were deſtroyed foureſcore 
thouſand of the Jewes, 2 <Mac.s.. 

Aﬀeer this was done, this bloody Tyrant 
was put to flight by the Inhabitants of Per- 
ſepolss a City of Perſia, going about to rob 
their Temple of their Treaſures. 

Then furiouſly he threatned the people of 
the Zewes , ſaying , 1. Will make Jeruſalem a 
common burying place of the Fewes when I 
come thither. 

But the Lord Almighty the God of 1ſrael, 
ſmote him with an incurable and inviſible 
plague : for aſſoone as he had ſpoken theſe 
words, a paine of the bowels, that was remeds. 
leſſe came upon him, and ſore torments of the 
mer parts. | 

So that the Wermes came out of his body in 
abundance : and whiles he Was alive, his fleſh 
fell off for paine and torment, an4 all his Army 
was grieved at his ſmell. 

Loe thus, the Murtherer and Blaſphemer 
ſuffered moſt grievouſly, and as he had en- 


treated other men, ſo he dyed a moſt miſerable 


aeath in a ſtrange Country, among the Monn- 
\ Pains, 2 Mac'9s | 
Mer, 
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* Nevo, that bloody Tyrant, being the firſt 
Emperour that perſecuted the Church of 


Chriſt, expoſed the poore Chriſtians to the 
fury of rude, barbarous, and mercilefle | 


men. 


Hereupon the poore Innocents were ap- 


prehended , and ſome of them clad with | 


skins of wilde beaſts, were torne in pieces 
by dogs. | 

And others caſt one upon another, untill 
they became great heaps, after the manner 
of Boxe-fires, and then fire put to them, and 
their bones burning ſerved for light in the 
night, in the ſtead of Torches. | 

Bur at the laſt this wicked wretch, the 
cauſer of all that cruelty.exerciſed upon the 
poore Chriitians, ſeeing himſelfe in danger 


to be murthered, by one appointed for that 


purpoſe, (as a jult reward for his horrible, 
urjult, and inhumane dealing) haſtned his 
owne death by killing himſelfe, as Corxcling 
Tacitus reporteth, Lib.s . 8 
We reade in Hiſtory of one Cyr:i//:45 4 
Deacon of Heliopolrs, ſcituate neare to Ly4a- 


. 25, who lived under the Empire of Zal:an 


he Apoſiate,and came to a miſerable end. 
For after Conftantize was deceaſed , by 

whole authority the holy Martyr had bro- 

ken downe many of their Images and Idols, 


the abominable Tdolaters did not onely 
- | murther 


| 
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murther' him”, but alſo devoured his liver 
wich bread, as if it had beene the ſweeteſt 
morſell of meat in the world. | 

But the all-ſeeing eye of Almighty God 
beholding their villany, his revengfull rod 
bruiſed them to pieces. 7 

For their tecth wherewith they chewed 
that tinnaturall food fell out of all their 
heads ; and their tongues wherewith they 
taſted it, rotted and conſumed to nothing ; 
and laſtly, their eyes which beheld it, failed 
them, and they became all blinde, . . 

Loe thus were they all ſerved; bearing 
juſtly the markes of Gods indignation, for 
ſo horrible, inhumane and unnaturall Cruel- 
ty, as Theodoret reporteth, {h.3.chap. 7. 

Valerian the Emperour , was a deadly 
Enemy to the profeſſors of Religion,and very 
terribly perſecuted them in his Dominions. 

But ſhortly after, himſelfe was taken 
priſoner in the Perſian Warres, being Three- 
ſcore and ten yeares of age, and was made 
aſlave to his Conquerour all the reſt of 
his life, > 

And whoſe condition was ſo miſerable, 
that Sapor, the King of Perſia, uſed his back 
as a block or ſtirrop to mount upon his 
Horſe, and at the laſt, ro make up the 
full number of his miſeries, he cauſed his 
Skinns to be taken from his. Fleſh, 
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whilſt he was alive, and then poudred him 
with ſalt, as Foſephs reporteth,in his Eccle- 
fraſticall Hiſtory. Booke 7. ( hap. 30. 


The cruell, mercileſſe, and- hard-hearted | 


ewes, did perſecute even unto the death, 
che innocent Lambe of God, who is the 
Lord of life, 6ur Blefled Saviour Chriſt 7eſus. 

But did they eſcape Puniſhment ? Verily 
no, for the avenging hand of the juſt-puni- 


ſhing, ſinne-revenging God, followed after 


them , overtooke them and ſeized upon 
them to their Deſtrution. 

For they were driven up and downe,from 
place' to place in diverſe Countries by the 
Deputies : 


And after that, there were ſlaine of them | 


at Ceſaria in one day Twenty thouſand : 
AtAlexandria another time Fiftythouſand, 

At Zabulon and 7oppa Eight thouſand and 
Foure hundred , beſides the burning of both 
the Townes : 

At Damaſcus Ten thouſand had their 
throats cut : 

And as for the ewes that were in Jernſa- 
lem, they were pinched with ſo ſore a fa- 
mine,as that they did eate the excrements of 
Oxen ; and many women were conſtrained 

'to 'boile and to cate their owne Children. 
And in that great extremity many thinking 


to fave their lives by flying to the Enemy; ' 


were 


— 
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were taken and lic in pieces, in hope to 
finde gold and filver in their bowells ; 

And at the Jaſt the whole {:y was taken 
by force &the holy7 emple conſumed by fire. 

And this in gcnerall was the miſerable 
iſe of that Jamentable Farre : during 
which time, Fourſcore & ſeventeene thou- 
ſand Zewes were taken Priſoners, and Eleven 
hundred thouſand {laine. 

Some of the Priſoners were carried re- 
proachfully into Rowe ;; 

Others were murthered at their Copgue- 
YOMHY'S wills . 

Some were torne in pieces and devoured 
of wilde Beaſts : 

Others were conſtrained to march in 


Troupes againſt their Fellowes, and kill one 


another as.if they,had beene Enemies. 

And the Remnant of that wretched, peo- 
ple which remained alive, after the mighty 
tempelt of Gods Wrath was paſt, were 
diſperſed and ſcattered abroad through- 
qut all Nations-under Heaven : 

So that their condition (at this day) 1sſ0 
wile and contemptible, as. that no Nation 
pnfler Heaven:is halfe ſo miſerable: which is 
a manifeſt evidence of Gods vengeance (till 
abiding upon-them,——— AsFeo/ephus : repor- 
teth in his bookes of the Jewiſh Warres. 

And'here I might alſo be very copious in 
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the expreſſions of the remarkable De- 
ſtructions of efgag. Goliah. Benhadad. The 
Meabites and eAmmonites, Nicanor, Herod- 
Agrippa.Domitian. Trajav. Hadrian. Antonius. 
Severus, Decins, eAurelian. Diocleſean, 
HMaximints, Maxcentin,  Licinins. eArs 
nolphus. Smaragdns. Mamncha,ec. Who 
were deſtroyed for perſecuting the Church 
of Chriſt, 

Yea beloved, and many more terrible 
examples of Gods fearfull Judgements (that 
fell upon diverſe other bloody Perſecutors 
of Gods Chwurch) I could here recite, but 
for brevity ſake I paſle them over. 

Oh then (at the conſideration of this that 
hath beene ſpoken) let all the bloody Perſecu- 
zors of Gods Church tremble and deſiſt from 
ſo doing, leſt the Lord come ſuddenly as a 
ſwift witneſle againſt them, and ſpeedily be 
avenged of them,to the ruine of their bodies . 
in this world, and the utter deſtruRtion both 
of bodies and ſoules in the world to come. 

And let them alſo labour to the uttermoſ 
of their power to make np the Ruines 
of the Church of Chriſf, and doe their 
beſt endeavours for her, by praying for her 
Peace.

But to be a Chriſtsan, a ſpirituall Sowlder, 
a Fighter for Chriſt, and a Conquerour of all 
his owne ſpirituall Enemies, Loe, that Man, 
and onely he, ſhall be a Partaker of the 
rich Reward promiſed, even the full fruiti- 
on of the heavenly Inheritance. 

And therefore, whoſoever thou art, that

Zeſu himſelfe hath made a large promile, 
even of no leſſe Reward then Eternall Life, 
He that overcommeth ſhall be clothed in white 
raiment, and I will not blot out his name out 
of the booke of life, 'Apoc. 3.5. And ver. 21. 
To him that avercommeth, Will I grart to ſit 
with me in my T hrone,even as I alſo overcame, 
and am [et down with my Father in his Throne, 
And, Be then faithfull unto death, and I will 
grve thee a crowne of life, Apoc.2.10, and 
Jam, 1. 12, Bleſſed # the man that endureth 
remptation : for When he 75 tryed, he ſhall re- 
cerve the crowne of life, which the Lord hath 
promiſed to them that love him. And what 
Fight is it that we ſhould nor willingly nn- 
dergoe, for to inherit Eternalt Life ? And 
herein let Chriſt Zeſizs himfelfe be our Preſ7-

Whar ſhall T doe when I have been a long 
while under the grievous and weighty pref- 
ſure of many Troubles, great Crofles, and 
heavy AfMiftions, and ſtill continue under - 
them, ſeeing (as yet) no probability by fub- 
lunary aſſiſtance of caſe in them, no likely- 
hood of freedome from them, or Deliverance 
out.of them ? | 
If this now be, or at any time hereafter eA/w. 
ſhall be thy deplorable Condition, Loe then, 
I beſeech thee in the Bowels of Feſ#s (rift, 
as a Sympathzing Brother of thy ſorrowes,. 
murmur not thereat, but acknowledge God 
to be righteous, and that thou ſuffereſt juſt- 
ly for thy ſinnes ;. and be not ſorrowfull be- 
cauſe thou ſuffereſt, but for the Cavſe of thy 
ſuffering which are thy ſes which thou haſt 
committed.

chers of others, and that they alſo are the 
onely, able, Orthodox, and powerfull Prea- 
chers of theſe; latter Times ; and yet they 
are not able to read the Texts of the Old 
and New Teſtaments, in thoſe Languages 
wherein God by his Prophets and e Apoſtles 
(Originally) ſpake to his Chxrch ; wherein 
is contained the infallible Demonſtration of 
the holy Scriptures. 

Such ignorant Peaarts (not knowing what 
they ſpeak, or whereof they affirme) mult of 
neceſſity build their Chriſtian Faith (if they 
have any )upon the judgements and opinions 
of other men ; as not being able themſelves 
for to diſcerne betweene Truth and Error.

amongſt the Hebrewes, of whom it is ſaid, [- 
dem eſſe recipiuntar; varying not any thing in 
Fignre,as here plainly appeareth, and alſo 
differing nothing at all in Signification, but 
onely in the length of time in Pronnntiation.

of this World he will certainely remunerate 
her, with the full Fruition of Eternall Hap- 
pineſſe : but Treacherze, being falſly groun- 
ded, is corruptly guided by the curſed Spirit 
of the Devil, who is the Prixce of Darke- 
nefſe ; and he leads her on blindly in the 
deceitfullt Wayes, of Diſobedience, Errour, 
and Unrighteouſneſſe ; and ( for her ſinful] 
Service)he will ſurely reward her at the End 
of this mortall Life, with the bitter and cur- 
ſed Wages of Everlaſting Death, 

Fidelitie, Larke-like rejoyceth at the Light, 
and deſireth to be publiquely Exemplary to 
all others, ſinging praiſes to Goa'with a cogn- 
fortable Conſcience, becauſe her workes are 
wrought in God : but Treacherie, Batte-likg 
( being an uncleane Bire ) flyeth not abroad Lev.i.19. 
but onely in Darkezeſſe, defiring no Notice 
to be taken of her, for when once the Light 
approacheth, 
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approacheth, the keepeth her ſelfe cloſe in a 
Corner, as not daring to appeare in the 
Light of Trmh, becauſe her Workes are not 
wrought. in God, but onely by the Subtilty, 

Inſtigation, and Power of the Devil. * 
| Loe! thus we evidently fee, that there is 
as great an Aztipathie,' Contrarietie, Diſpa- 
ritte & Diffcrence,' between FIDELITIE, 
and TREACHERIE, as is between Light 
and Darkeneſſe, Truth and Errour, Obedience 
and Rebellion, Peace and Warre, Life 'and 
Death, Hcaven and Hell, God-and Satan. 
So that,no marvel] although our perplexed 
Kingdome be ( at this day ) fo greatly divi- 
ded ; having lately had therein,the damnable 
Sinne of 7reacherze ſo frequently practiced, 
Thofe that have done ſuch treacherous 
Workes, may juſtly challenge to themſelves 
their due deferved Wages ;- which Workes 


of Treacherie, mult have the Wages of 7a1- 
_ gnitie, the which Saint Paxl exprefſeth in 


that Theologicall Aphori/mze of his to the 
Romanes, Oda Tis dparlias Fdyal&r, The 
Wapes of feune 25 death, Rom. 6. ult. Death 
temporall to the Body in this life, and (with- 
out repentance)Death eternall to both Body 
and Soxle 1n the life to come. [1-4 
And therefore, now as a ſpirituall Phy/;- 
tian, for the ſpeedy and perfe&t Cnring of 
ſicke, fore, and wounded Englands great Di- 
{tractions, 
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ſiraRtions, and manifold Diſtempers; my 


Soule ſincerely defireth, and Heart alſo ear- 


neſtly wiſheth, as-a Chriſtian, ſenſible, and 
ſorrowfull Sympathizer, of Englands wofull 
Diſtreſſes, that 11 5X the ſtrong Omnipo- 


text God, would Graciouſly be pleaſed; in 


much Mercy and tender Compaſſion, to- 
wards this bleeding, finfull, E-eli-N atior, 
for to ſet home to the grilty Conſciences of 
all obſtinate Offendors,, all thoſe infallible 
Truths, that here already: have- beene, to- 
gether with all other that hereafter (hall be 
delivered by ee, being but IN CDOTIR 2 


weake, infirmed, Mortall, and finfull 22an;. 


and to make them become Divine, Phyfecall, 
convincing Aphoriſmes, ſerving as prevalent, 


healthfall, ſoveraigne, ſpirituall Potions, for 


the ſpeedy (ring of blinde, ignorant, finfull 


and ficke Soxles; that ſo they may prove 


to the Soxles of diſeaſed Perſons, as ſweet 
Balſame of Grace wherewitth to heale them; 
for their preſent Preſervation, and allo to 
keepe them from future Deſtrnttion ; being 
made by the mighty power of God, Profitable 
to teach, to improve, to corrett, and to inſtrutt 
in righteouſneſſe, 2 Tim. 3. 16. And through 
the Divine Operation of nis Bleſſed Spirit, to 
worke ſo powerfully by them in the hearts 
of all thoſe Perſons ( of what. Quality ſo-

Intimating thereby to 'the whole. World; 
that whoſoever taketh up Armes, and figh« 
reth againſt his /awfull King, fighteth even 
againſt God himſclfe, | 

* Hence then, let all thoſe that are guilty 
herein, tremble, tremble, yea, tremble. with 
Amiazement, at the ſtrit Rumination, and 
ſerious Conſideration, of ſo great, horrible, 
& ineffable [mpiery; the unfathomable depth 
whereof, doth farre tranſcend the deepelt 
and Jargeſt Comprehenſion both of ev,

Loe ! ſuch gracelefle and godlefſe Perſons, 
have juſt cauſe to feare, that the righteous 
Lord will open the. revengefull Quiver of 
his diſpleaſure, and from the ſtrong bene 
Bow of his unappeaſeable Anger,ſwifcly and 
fiercely ſend forth the ſharpe Arrowes of 
his furious Indignation againſt them, where- 
by they ſhall be. deadly wounded to their 
utter (onfufron. According to the Lords 
righteous dealing, towards thoſe revolted 
Rebels, adhering to wicked and uſurping 
Zeroboam, who tooke up Armes and fought 
againſt their good, and lawfull King Reho- 
beam, unto whoſe malecontented and re- 
bellious people, Feroboam gave way to their 
Worſhippe in Religion, after that manner 
which beſt pleaſed them,drſplaced and drave 
away the Lords faithful Prieſts and Lewites, 
from their lawfull Habitations, and alſo ut- 
terly ſuppreſſed them from the neceſſary 
Execution of their ſacred Offices, who were 
conformable to the Law, and dutifull Su/- 
je4s to their King, leſt they ſhould keep np 
the peoples hearts in Obedience to their /aw- 
full Soveraigne ; theſe things he did, thereby 
to further his wicked Deſignes againlt their

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juſt -and rightfull King Rehoboam, whoſe 


Wronges (ſhortly -after his Death ) were. 


mortally vindicated by his ſonne e{byah : 
for God ſtirred up the Spiric of good Reho- 
boams Sonne eAbijah,and he raiſed an Armie 
of Foure hundred thouſand men, and with 
them feared not to goe againlt wicked Fero- 
boam, who had an Armie of Eight bundred 
thouſand able fighting men; and fought a- 
gainſt him, ſurprized him,deſtroyed his great 
and mighty Armie, and was (through Gods 
Bleſſing unto him) eltabliſhed in his Fathers 
Throne, where he lived and reigned with 
great Honour, and Kingly Glory all the reſt 
of his dates, in which be begot two and twenty 
Sonnes, and frxteene Daughters,and then ſlept 
with his Fathers, and his ſonne Aſa retgned 
in his ſtead. Of the which great and admi- 
rable Victory which God gave to Avyah, the 


Scripcure expreſſeth in theſe words, Abijab 


and hu people flelp them with a great ſlaughter, 
fo that there fell downe ſlaine of Iſrael, wan 
NI WY Fox NxD9 five brndred thou- 
{and cheſen men, 2 Chron. 13,17. The which 
words ( being the Language of the Holy 
Ghoſt) both may, and alſo ought uſefully to 
ſerve, as a memorable Caveat unto all Rebels 
chat cither now are, or hereafter ſhall live 
apon the face of the Earth, to take heed 
that they neither rake up Armes, nor fight

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Loe!theſc;pittifull Paſſages(proceeding from 
His AMajeſties greatly grieved Heart) toge- 
ther with many others, me-thinks TI heare 
Ecchoing in mine Eares ; for which by way of 
Chriſtian Symparhie, as well as obliged ſub- 
jive Duty towards His Majeſty, my hea- 
vy Heart (Heaven is my Record) doth often 
pray privatiy, and forrowfu!l.Soule mourne 
ſecretly on his behalfe : and ſo in like man- 
ner, all other loyall.- hearted Sxbjefs ought 
for to doe as well as my /elfe ; that thereby 
we n:ight prevaile with the God of Heaven, 
for our gracious Soveraigne His preſent De- 
Iiverance out of all His Troubles, and ſpeedy 
Re-cſtabliſhment in His Throne of Righte- 
ouſnefle, 

The which over: joyous & welcome Bleſ- 
ſag, to this perplexed and diſtrated King- 
dome, our good God ( in his great Mercy ) 
grant to us all, for the Glory of his great 
Name, the Peace of this diſquieted Land, 
and the flovriſhing Eſtate of this Engliſh 
( burch & Common-wealth wherein we live :

royall Perſon ; being as a perfe& Patterne 


of Patience, and pretious Pearle of Piety un-

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to His People : and amongſt them to be re-. 
membred (for the ſame ) even from Gezera- 
t1on, tO Generation. | 

| Loehere, we Loyalifts of this Engh/ſo Na- . | 
t5or, may all juſtly crie out againſt our ſelves, 
and that with watery Eyes, heavy Hearts, 
convincing Con/ciences, and ſorrowtfull Soxls, 
Oh, ſuperlative Remi/zeſſe, difgracefull Dy/- 
hyahky, and ineffable [gratitude ! For We, 
even Ye our ſelves in this Particnlar, are ( at 
this day ) deeply guiity of coo much” Slack- 
zefſe and Neoligence herein: And how ſhall 
all thoſe that are ſworne to ſubjective Feal- 
#3, be able to anſwer for this their perzur'd 
perfidions Remiſneſſe, before Chriſt the jult 
Faage both of quick and dead, when he ſhall 
come in the Clouds ( at the latter day ) for 
to judge the World ?

He went home to his owne houſe, and 
cauſed his ſervants to rent his whole body all 
over with whipping him, and alſo to cut off 
his noſe, his lippes, and his cares : And then 
ſpeedily running to Babylon, in ſuch a feare- 
full and mortified manner, he made the 
Aſſrians believe, that Darizs the King had 
excrciſcd this Cruelty upon him, becauſe he 
had ſpoken on their behalfe, counſelling him 
for to breake up his Siege, and to remove his 
erm) from aſſaulting their Citie, 

The A4ſſrians hearing this report, and the 
rather thinking it to be true, becauſe they 
ſaw him ſo ſhamefully diſ-figured in his bo- 
dy ; were preſently perſwaded for to make 
him their Chiefe Captaine, 


By 
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By which meanes he betrayed them all, 
and ſurrendred both them and their Citie 
into his X7afters hands, 

O moſt faithfull,loving,and loyall S4jeF, 
yea, moſt worthy, reſolute, and Couragious 
Heart, who ſpared not the parts of his owne 
Body, but voluntarily diſmembred himſelfe 
for to helpe his Prince. | 
 Idoccarneſtly wiſh, with the hearty de- 
fires of my foule unto God, on our Dread So- 
veraigne.His behalfe ; that His Sacred Ia- 
jefty may find many ſuch Szbjefs , yea may 
ſee nsall as true unto God, faithfull ro Him 
felfe, and conſtant to our (onntry,as Zopyrius

 wasto his Prince. 


But here peradventure ſome may ob- 
jc&X againſt me, You are (indeed) very 
ſharpe in your Reprehenfions, but we ſup- 
poſe milder paſſages might be more preva- 
lent.
